KELLY IN PENITENTIARY | 

Jack Kelly was brought to the city 
yesterday and placed in the Alberta 
penitentiary to begin his sentence of 
seven years for the attempted murder 
of Chief of Police Bell, at Red Deer, 
last June. Kelly was recently con- 
vieted of the crime in the supreme 
court, Upon hie arrival here he had 
little to say, other than it was a relief 
to think it was all over and that he 
knew just what ‘as before him. 

The attempt on the life of Chief of 
Police Bell one night last summer
